Gauge of Federal Election 
Battle Thrown Down by 
Mackenzie King in Sca- 


thing Speech.

OTTAWA, March 27—The 
gauge of federal election battle 
was thrown down in the com- 
mons yesterday by Rt. Hon. W. 
L. Mackenzie King, leader of 
the Liberal opposition, in a 
scathing indictment of the gov- | 
ernment’s failure, and worse 
than failure, to deal with the 
unemployment relief situation. 


After four years the government 
which had promised to end unem- 
ployment had nothing to offer but 
a continuance of the dole. There 
was nothing on the government's 
record as to what it achieved save 
$110,000,000 spent and another $52,- 
000,000 advanced in loans and guar- 
antees and it didn’t even know how 
many unemployed there were and 
how the monies were being spent. 


“There has been no national policy 
of any kind with respect to relief,” 
charged Mr. King. “There has been 
no national recovery plan; no com- 
mission has been operating; no plan 
for the unemployment insurance 
problem of the future. There has 
been nothing but this vast expen- 
diture and vast waste.” 

The Liberal leader read proof 
after proof from the auditor gen- 
eral’s report of money mis-spent 
and mis-appropriated; and the Do- 
minion treasury pilfered by prov- 
inces and municipalities charging 
to- the general government items of 
their own expenditure. One fav- 
orite stunt was to charge the pro- 
vincial gasoline taxes to federal ac- 
count. One city charged $18,000 of 
university equipment.

IN HOME FIRE 


Coal Oil Explosion Sets 
House Aflame— Two 


Are in Hospital 


BOWSMAN, Man., March 27. 
—Mrs. Philip T. Gillespie and 
six of her seven children were 
burned to death here today 
when fire, originating from s 
coal oil explosion, razed their 
farm home. Bowsman is 3 small 
hamlet 250 miles north west of 
Winnipeg, near the Saskatche- 
wan boundary. 


The dead: Mrs. Phillip Gillespie, 
34; her three boys, Donald, 13, 
Beverley, 5, and Desmond, 18 
months; and three girls, Dorothy, 
11, Audrey, 9, and Phyllis, 3. 

In addition the second oldest Gil- 
lespie boy, Coleman, 15, and Phillip 
Gillespie, husband and father, are 


in Swan River hospital suffering 
from burns on the face and body. 


The boy's burns are quite serious. 

Fire started in the main down- 
stairs room of the two-storey frame 
farm dwelling. Two fires were 
burning in the building, and Mr. 
Gillespie used coal oil to hasten 
ignition in the main room heater. 
The can exploded and in a minute 
the wooden building was a blazing 
inferno, 

Mr. Gillespie was forced to smash 

is way through a window of the 


flaming house carrying Coleman to 
safety. Both were burned in mak- 
ing their escape while the mother 
and her six children were trapped 
on the second storey. 

Neighbors rushed to the scene 
and attempted to rescue the trap- 
ped residents by placing a ladder 


against the upstairs window, but 
the searing flames drove them 
back. 

The charred remains of the 


mother and her six children were 
found in the debris. Hospital au- 
thorities held out hope for the re- 
covery of Coleman, while Mr, Gil- 
lespie's injuries are only) super- 
ficial. Pending investigation by 
Coroner Dr. E. G. Bruce, of Swan 
River, the bodies are in the hands 
of Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
here.

Mr. Darling based his remarks on 
the evidence of J. P. Henry, com- 
plainant in the case, who charged 
that Maloney had got two $1,000 
bonds from him as security for the 
publication of a book, had never 
had any book published and had 
never returned the bonds, Henry 
testified that he visited Maloney 
once in Fort Saskatchewan and Mr. 
Darling based his remarks on this 
evidence. 

When Mr. Darling had finished 
his address to the jury, Mr. Justice 
Tweedie halted E. B. Cogswell, K.C., 
crown prosecutor, as he was about

Continaed trom rage One 
duced -vheat acreage up squarely 
to the jarmers of this province they 
would make the reduction volun- 
tarily. I am opposed to to such a 
board as the bill proposes to set 
up. Regulation by legislation can- 
not be successfully applied. Regula- 
tion of production is impracticable; 
regulation of delivery presents 
many difficulties. It would need 
an army to enforce a regulation of 
this kind and to prevent bootlegging 
of wheat. The dry areas, unfortu- 
nately, are being extended gradu- 
ally northward and the surplus will 
rectify itself. 

“The bill means a compulsory 
pool and means establishment of a 
wheat board with far too autocratic 
powers. No provision is made for 
reimbursing the farmers for their 
reduced production. The cost of 
administration will be excessive. 
Holding the views I do, being op- 
posed to a compulsory pool, any re- 
striction in production, any control 
of marketing and any artificial in- 
terference with supply and demand, 
I must opppose the bill.”

“People are kicking against this 
commission,” declared Mr. Giroux. 
“It would be much cheaper if we 
had appeal to the courts. People 
; want to get back to the old sys- 
| tem.” 

F, C. Jamieson, K.C., Conserva- 
tive, Edmonton, drew attention to 
the commission when he cited the 
large number of appeals launched 
in this city. 

“Would it not be possible to re- 
cover some of the cost involved?” 
| he asked. Hon. R. G. Reid, minister 
of municipal! affairs, said that he 
would look into the matter, which 
had been only recently drawn to! 
| Fés attention. 


| WANT DIRECT APPEAL 


“People want the right to appeal 
from the «ommission,” said Mr, Gir- 
oux. “It would be better to ap- 
peal direct to the courts instead of 
| from a council to the board.” The 
Minister observed that this would 
not be cheaper and said that there 
| was an increase in the number of 

councils desiring to come within | 
| the scope of the board’s powers.

MANUSCRIPT PRODUCED 

A manuscript of the much-touted 
book of Maloney’s to be entitled, 
“Darkness, Dawn and Daybreak”, 
the original cause of all the trouble, 
was produced in court by M. 
Shantz, who said he got the manu- 
script from a Calgary printer. 

The contents total about 20,000 
words, about one-quarter of the size 
of a regular book, and a cursory ex- 
amination showed many violent at- 
tacks on doctrines of the Catholic 
religion. 

Maloney showed much anxiety to 
get the manuscript back when the 
case concluded, but Clerk of the 
Court Henderson ruled that it had 
to be kept with the other docu- 
mentary evidence in the case. 

William Walford, local printer, 
said that Maloney had discussed 
the publication of the book with 
him at intervals during the past 
two years, and had talked over the 
cost of having some 2,500 or 3,000 
copies printed, 

Walford asserted that no deposit 
had been given him for publication 
and that about two months ago the 
manuscript had been taken away 
from him,

TIME FOR ACTION 

The legislature of British Columbia declared 
by unanimous vote of the members that the 
time has come to stop piling up interest-bearing 
debt for the creation of public improvements. | 
Mr. G. G. McGeer, K.C., is being sent to Ottawa 
to press upon the banking committee that in 
future governmental undertakings, federal, 
provincial and municipal, should be financed at | 
cost, by issuing money, instead of by selling 
interest-bearing bonds. 

The legislature of Alberta has gone on record 
by formal resolution that the burden of charges 
on the provincial debt is greater than the tax- 
payers of this province can bear. If this resolu- 
tion was passed in good faith, it is to be sup- 
posed the Alberta legislature will join with that | 
of British Columbia in asking Ottawa to make 
the alternative scheme of financing possible. 

Unless that is done, the conclusion will be 
widely drawn that the resolution of the Alberta 
legislature was only designed to sidetrack the 
demand for a refunding of the provincial debt. 
Action in the circumstances is the only thing 
that can give practical meaning to this resolu- 
tion, and vindicate the declaration of the mem- 
bers that the creation of interest-bearing debt 
has already out-ran the taxpaying power of the 
people of Alberta. 


THE CURTAILMENT OUTLOOK 

Regina reports that 22,000,000 acres of crop 
land in Saskatchewan are subject to grass- 
hopper infestation, while 8,000,000 acres are in 
the area of “severe” infestation. “Severe,” it is 
explained, means 50 eggs to the square inch. 
Fifty little grasshoppers per square inch would 
seem to be enough to warrant the term. 

From one-quarter to one-third of the crop 
area of Alberta is also within the infested zone, 
and officials at the Lethbridge experimental | 
farm have been broadcasting warnings all win- | 
ter that widespread damage may be looked for. 

Barring wet weather in spring and early 
summer, the outlook seems to be for a grass- 
hopper plague, more or less severe, over 30,000,- 
000 to 40,000,000 acres of the wheat lands of | 
these two provinces. At five bushels to the 
acre that would account for crop curtailment to 
the extent of 150,000,000 to 200,000,000 bushels. 

Canada’s wheat crop last year was 271,000,000 
bushels, from 25,900,000 acres. 

Our governments, which have been so busy 
devising ways to cut the crop still further, had 
better hold themselves in readiness to launch | 
a “grow more wheat” campaign in the northern 
districts if the spring turns out to be dry in the

OUR INFLATED MONEY 


On Feb, 28th there were in existence Dom- 


inion notes to the value of $175,808,728. Of this 
amount $45,137,728 was made up of notes in 
circulation, The balance, $130,671,000, con- 


sisted of notes of large denomination issued to 
banks as legal tender, and held by them as a 
basis upon which to issue bank notes, or loan 
bank credit, 

Banking practice has shown that it is safe 
for banks to issue credit to ten times the amount 
of the Dominion notes held by them. Upon the 
basis of this $130,671,000 of Dominion notes held 
at the end of February, the banks were in 
position to issue and loan credit to the amount 
of $1,306,710,000, 

Against the $175,808,728 of Dominion notes 
outstanding, the Minister of Finance held, as 
required by the Dominion Notes Act, gold to the 
value of $68,864,728. The Dominion notes issued 
totalled about 2! times the gold reserve. And | 
upon these notes the banks were entitled to 
super-impose credit, or bank money, to the 
amount of $1,176,039,000 A grand total of 
$1,351,039,000 of cash and bank money resting 
on a gold reserve of $68,864,728. The ratio is 
about 20 to one. 

This is what is cailed “sound” money, 
distinguished from “fiat” money or “inflated” 
money. It would be interesting to know what 
our “sound” money friends mean by inflation. 
When an ounce of gold in the treasury at 
Ottawa eventuates in twenty times its value in 
loanable credit in the banks, we would seem 
to have diluted money until its relation to gold 
is theoretical rather than actual. Five cents’ 
worth of gold behind a dollar's worth of bank 
money is a pretty slim proportion on which to 
base a claim that we have some sort of super- 
money, safe beyond compare with the “inflated” 
money of Austrailia. 

We have inflated money in Canada. We 
have always had it. That is the kind of money 


as 


with which the business of the country is done, 
From 90 to 95 per cent of the buying and sell- 
ing and paying in Canada is done with bank 
credit—which is nothing but Dominion notes

That Irish girl who was so anxious to enter 
Canada again—after having made a previous 
stay in London, Ontario—that she stowed away 
in a lifeboat on a steamer from Glasgow with 
two loaves of bread, and arrived with frozen 
feet and a huge appetite, certainly ought to be 
allowed to land at Halifax. 

Anyone with such an heroic spirit, such a 
keen desire to make Canada her home, and such 
a capacity for hunger and suffering, would make 
a splendid addition to our Canadian population. 

One of the saddest divorces among my 
acquaintance had its origin in a belief that, 
being cousins, the marriage was derogatory to 
social custom and dangerous in the event of 
generating children. It so preyed on the mind 
of one of the parties that she felt the union was 
under a curse. It ended with a divorce, pro- 
cured like 95 per cent of all Canadian divorces, 
by fraud and collusion. I'd always blamed my- 
self that I didn’t risk giving offence to talk to 
them frankly about their private grief. Lest 
there are others in similar plight, I'll make 
belated amends in this column. 

Where social odium may exist in some 
minds, I’m powerless to move that. There are 
estimable people who are affronted by mention 
of divorce or birth control, though one is the 
law of the land and the other has been ap- 
proved by the Lambeth Conference of Bishops. 
In some minds, it is doubtless rooted in the 
belief that such marriages are risky for the 
children that may result. 

The study of eugenics has long made it clear 
that such marriages are only risky where there 
is a physical or mental defect in the stock. If 
both parents are affected by any such defect, 
it is liable to be emphasized in the children. 
But by reason of the same principles of here- 
dity, where the parties and their ancestry are 
free from defect, or are of superior type, the 
chances are that the children will be unusually 
well endowed physically and mentally. Stock- 
breeders recognize this truth when they breed 
whole herds from the same family stock, 

Reading a medical essay on Cleopatra, this 
truth is made clear in a most striking illustra- 


tion, Cleopatra was not only a paragon of 
beauty among women and of remarkable 


health, but she was supremely gifted in her 
mental endowment. Yet she was the ultimate 
product of centuries of the most intensive “in- 
breeding.” 

Though Queen of Egypt she was pure Greek. 
The first Ptolemy was the son of Lagos, a Mace- 
donian general under Alexander the Great. All 
the extra-familial marriages were with Greek 
women. 

Take the last five generations. Her great- 
great-grandparents were Ptolemy the Seventh 
and Cleopatra the Second. They were full 
brother and sister. Their child Cleopatra the 
Third married her own uncle, Ptolemy the 
Ninth. Ptolemy the Tenth married his sister, 
Selene. Ptolemy the Thirteenth married Cleo- 
patra the Fifth, believed to be his own sister.

Have a Complete 
Diagnosis 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


HAVE A COMPLETE DIAGNOSIS 

You should not expect your doctor to be able 
to tell you the name of your trouble when all 
he has to go by are the symptoms you have 
told him about, in regard to how you feel, any 
pains you may have, how you digest your food, 
and so on. While this information is of value, 
it is not complete enough to 
form the basis of the diagnosis. 
When your automobile knocks 
you are willing to give the 
garage mechanic time to 
check over the motor. You 
must be willing to do the 
same in having a doctor look 
over your physical body and 
it is only reasonable to allow 
him plenty of time to test out 
the various organs to find out 
if each vital part is in good- 
working order. A thorough examination 
may take two days to complete, but the diag- 
nosis based upon the findings of such an exam- 
ination is many times more reliable than a 
quick diagnosis based upon looking at the 
tongue, feeling the pulse, taking the blood pres- 
sure, and nothing more. 

In order that you may know some of the 
steps which should be included in the exum- 
ination before the diagnosis is made, I am going 
to describe some of them to you: The modern 
methods of examining a patient make use of 
such equipment as the x-ray, the fluoroscopic 
x-ray, and also the instrument used to test the 
blood-pressure, called the sphygmomanometer. 


Of these, the fluoroscope is very important 
as it takes much of the guesswork out of the 
diagnosis because the doctor can use it to see 
the living organs as they do their work. The 
patient is perfectly comfortable and as a matter 
of fact, is usually extremely interested in find- 
ing out about his own vital organs which are 
hidden from him by the skin, the muscles and 
ribs. 

In addifion, many separate tests are made 
of the blood, the liquid waste from the kidneys, 
and perhaps a special study is made of the gall- 
bladder, called the Graham Dye test: The heart 
is examined by using the stethoscope, and a 
thorough examination should always include 
delicate tests of the vision to find out if the 
eyesight is good, The patient may have a hear- 
ing test to find out if there is any tendency to 
deafness and by inserting a small instrument 
with a light on it, into the outer canal of the 
ear, the doctor is able to look for signs of in- 
flammation and can see the ear-drum 

In addition, any local examinations which 
may be needed are made, such as of the throat. 
A careful history of previous illnesses is then 
taken, the symptoms are carefully written down, 
and the doctor studies the patient’s present 
condition in regard to whether the muscles are 
well developed or weak, whether he appears 
well nourished, underweight or overweight, 
whether any deformity exists such as round 
shoulders, a pronounced inward curve in the 
lower back, or fallen arches. After all of these 
facts have been gathered, the doctor is now 
ready to make the diagnosis after comparing 
the various findings. Such a diagnosis is usually 
a “good” diagnosis. 

A “good” diagnosis will do this for you: It 
will let you know whether your trouble is 
slight and thus relieve your mind of a great 
load of anxiety, or whether it is a more severe 
disorder which may be followed by serious 
consequences if no treatment is used. 

A correct diagnosis is truly the first step 
along the road to recovery. The best plan is to 
have a good diagnosis made to make sure as 
soon as possible what trouble you have. You 
will then know what treatment to begin in 
order to most quickly regain complete good 
health.

Editor Bulletin; There was in 
ancient Greece a famous robber 
named Procrustes, who was slain 
by Theseus. His real name was 
Polypemon or Damastes, but he

ed into a proverb to signify any 
attempt to make things conform 
to a fixed standard.

GRIDDLE CAKES | 

Two cups sour milk, 2 eggs, 244) 
cups flour, 4% teaspoon salt, 1 tea- 
spoon soda, 1 tablespoon brown 
sugar, 2 tablespoons melted butter 
or other shortening. 

Sour milk makes more tender 
cakes, but if not at hand, sweet 
milk can be used. With sweet milk 
use four teaspoons baking powder 
| in place of soda. 

Sift flour once and measure. Add 
salt and soda and mix and sift sev- 
eral times to insure the soda being 
thoroughly mixed through the 
flour. Add sugar. Make a well in 
|the centre of the dry ingredients 
and add milk and egg which has 
been slightly beaten. Stir vigor- 
ously, mixing as rapidly as possible 
and adding the melted shortening 
at this time. Bake on a hot griddle 
first on one side and then on the 
other.

Add with melt- 
ed butter to dry ingredients and 
mix lightly. Fold in whites of eggs 
beaten until stiff and dry. Bake on 
a hot griddle. Serve with maple 
syrup or pineapple sauce.

AMENDMENT TO 
MARRIAGE ACT 


By an amendment to the Solemn- 
ization of Marriage Act, introduced 
into the legislature by Hon. George 
Hoadley, minister of agriculture 
and health, provision is made to re- | 
quire an intending husband to make 
and deliver to a license issuer be- 
the issuance of a marriage 
license; or in the case of a marriage 
on publication of banns, to a per- 
son solemnizing the marriage, be- 
fore solemnization thereof, either 
an affidavit to the effect that he} 
has never contracted social diseases 
or a medical certificate declaring | 
him to be free from social diseases 

The bill prescribes a maximum 
of $3 for the fee payable to a mar-| 
riage commissioner for the solemn- 
ization of marriage.

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DOG NUISANCE 
BY-LAW GIVEN | 
SECOND ROUND 


Regulation Similar to Cal. 
gary’s Being Considered 
by Council 


Designed to control and regul- 
ate the habits of dogs within the 
limits of the city, a bylaw patterned 
on that in effect in Calgary receiv- 
ed first and second readings at city 
council meeting, Monday, but was 
laid over for further consideration 
at the next meeting when Ald. J 
H. Ogilvie objected to third read- 
ing. 

The drafting of the bylaw was 
undertaken subsequent to a pro- 
posal by Ald. J. W. Fry, with Ald., 
H. D. Ainlay supporting, that some 
legislation be introduced which 
would curtail the wandering habits 
of canines. Ald. Fry based his ar- 
guments on four points—that dogs 
were a menace to persons, property, 
health and morals. 

Ald. Ainlay objected particularly | 


to mongrel dogs, declaring that 
they caused a great amount of 
damage to property and were a) 


general nuisance. 

The present draft of the bylaw 
reads as follows: 

“(1) No person who is the owner 
or harbourer of any cog shall al- 
low his dog to run at large in the 
City of Edomonton unless such dog 
is under the immediate charge and | 
control of some competent and re- | 
sponsible person; and (2) For the} 
purpose of this bylaw, a dog shall 
be deemed to be running at large 
if it is upon any public street, lane 
or highway or upon the premises of 
any person other than the premises 
of its owner or its harbourer.” 


WANTS BYLAW ENFORCED 

Speaking at considerable length 
Monday night in condemnation of the | 
practice of dog owners in allowing 
the beasts to roam at will, Ald Fry | 
concluded his address with the} 
words: “I don't see how a city of | 
this size and importance puts up} 
with this dog nuisance. I hope you} 
will see your way clear to support. | 
ing this bylaw.” 

Ald J. W. Findlay wondered | 
whether the proposed regulations | 
could be enforced. 

It was the opinion of police offi- | 
cials that they could be enforced, 
Thos. E. Garside, acting city solici- 
tor, advised council. | 

Ald. J. H. Ogilvie did not think | 
that the moral angle mentioned by 
Ald. Fry was as serious as the 
latter made out. He did belicve, | 
however, that dogs proved to be a 
nuisance should be liable to be de- 
stroyed, and that a license fee of 
$15 should be charged for all un- 
spayed female dogs. 


“FENCE THEM IN” 

In a witty speech on the ques- 
tion, Ald. R.~V. Bellamy told coun- 
cil he was “sticking up for poor 
dog Trey.” He appreciated Ald. 
Fry's earnestness, but was of the 
opinion that the dog bylaw at pre- 
sent in force was sufficient. It 
would be a difficult matter for all 
property-holders to fence their 
property to keep the animals in, 
since many home-owners’ were 
renting their premises. \ Even 
though the proposed bylaw did not 
state that dogs were to be kept 
chained up, the implication was 
that this was to be done. “I can 
just picture the tired business man | 
coming home eat the office and 
taking the dog out for an airing,” 
he said. 

WOULD REDUCE “STRAYS” 

Aldermen should have a full un- 
derstanding of the suggested by- | 
law before they took any action, | 
emphasized Ald. Jas. East. | 

Undoubtedly there would be dis- 
crimination as between dogs if the| 
legislation were put into effect, said | 
Ald, Findlay. 

Ald. Ainlay pointed out that thé) 
major difficulties, appeared to be 
in connection with the enforcement 
of the bylaw. If the new regula-| 
tions cleaned up sixty per cent of | 
the stray dogs in the city, then 
they were satisfactory, he felt. 

Certainly the bylaw would re- 
duce the number of strays, Ald.

MORE WAYS OF LOSING A HOLE 

If the Rules of Golf were thor- 
oughly understood and as strictly 
applied many a golfer would elmin- 
ate himself from competition. Mon-! 
day's article summarized some of 
the many Ways in which a golfer 
may forfeit a hole in match play 
There are yet many others. They 
continue 

The player who plays a_ stroke! 
while his ball is moving loses the} 
hole except in the case of a ball 
struck twice, a ball falling off the 
tee and a ball moving in water. If 
the ball only begins to move while 
the player is making his forward or 
backward swing, however, he 
escapes this penalty but comes un- 
der Rule 12 or 28 which provide one 
stroke penalty if ball moves after 
club is grounded; if ball moves 
after a loose jmpediment lying 
within one club length through the 
green has been touched; if player's 
ball is accidentally moved by the 
player's side in searching for it or, 
when the ball is on the putting 
green, it moves after any loose im- 
pediment lying within. six inches 
has been touched or moved by the 
player's side; 

A player loses the hole if, before 
striking at his ball in play. he im- 
proves the position of his ball by 
moving, bending or breaking any- 
thing fixed or growing except (1) so 
far as is necessary to permit him 
fairly to take his stance in address- 
ing the ball or (2) in making his 
forward or backward swing. Note 
the amendment to this rule—the 
player now must not “improve the 
position of his ball.” He is only per- 
mitted to ground his club lightly 
and may not press it on the ground. 

If the players’ ball strikes or is 
stopped by an opponent or his 
eaddy or his clubs the opponent 
loses the hole except as otherwise 
provided in the rules; 

The player loses the hole if his 
ball strike himself, his partner or 
either caddies or fore-caddies; 

A player who plays his opponent's 
ball loses the hole unless the op- 
ponent then plays player's ball and 
the penalty is cancelled by the hole 


being played out with the balls so} 


exchanged. This penalty is also can- 
celled if the error is due to the op-| 
ponent or his caddy having given 
wrong information; 

The hole is forfeited if a player 
plays with a ball belonging to any- 
one outside the match unless he dis- 
covers his mistake and intimates it 
to his opponent before the opponent 
has played his next stroke 

In amending the Rules of Golf the 
committee has performed a real ser- 
vice by deleting the old Rule 21 
which reads: “If a ball be ‘lost’ ex- 
cept in water, casual water or out 
of bounds, the player's side shall 
lose the hole unless it be afterwards
